THE PREFACE. 


Lainely falſe is their Suppoſition, who conceiue that the Hymmnes , Songs, and Flegies of the Of 
Teftawcnt are impertinent to theſe Jater Ages of the Church. For, neither the Actions,nor wri- 
tings of the Auncient Iſraelites , which are recorded by the Holy Spirie , were permitted tc be 
done, or written for their owne ſakes, ſo much as that they might be profitable to warne and 
inſtruct vs of the latter Times; according to Saint Pewl, x. />y. 10. And indeede , ſo much is 
not onely teſtified by that Apoſtle in the place afore recited, and throughout the Epiſtle tothe 

' Hebrewes ;, but the very names of thoſe Perſons and Places , mentioned inthefe Hymnes and 

| Sowgs, doe maniteſt it, and farre better expreſle the nature of that which they myRically point 

Out, then of what they are literally applyed vnto 3 as thoſe who will looke into their proper (lignitications ſhill ap- 

parently diſcouer. That therefore theſe parcels of Holy Scripture (which are for the moſt part Meecter in their Ori- 

ginall tongue) may be the berter remembred, tothe glory of God ; and the oftner repeated to thoſe ends, for whict 


they were written 3 they are here diſpoſed into Lyrick-Verſe , and doe make the Firſt part of this Beooke : Whiel1] :
